An Aggressor 


Passes Resolution 
Urging I). N. Action 


WASHINGTON, Jan 19(/P) — An 
aroused House of Representatives 
shouted approval today of a resolu­ 
tion urging the United Nations to 
brand Red China an aggressor in 
Korea. 
In a terse 28 words, the resolution 
declared: 
“Resolved, that it is the spnse of 
the House of Representatives th at 
the United Nations should immedi­ 
ately act and declare the Chinese 
Communist authorities an aggressor 
in Korea.” 
Only a few “no” votes were audi­ 
ble as Ahe members approved the 
policy statem ent by a voice vote. 
In the brief pre-vote debate, how­ 
ever, some Republicans contended 
the resolution was tantam ount to a 
declaration of war on the Chinese 
Communists. 
M artin Disagrees 
However, Rep. Martin of Massa 
chusetts, 
the 
Republican 
leader, 
said he did not construe it that way. 
It is merely an expression of senti­ 
m ent among the House members. 
But it came at a critical time when 
representatives of 
the non-Com- 
muunist world were jockeying ner­ 
vously at the United Nations head­ 
quarters at Lake Success, N. Y., over 
a resolution to brand the Chinese 
Reds as aggressors. 
6ponsors of the proposed U. N. 
resolution decided to delay its in­ 
troduction until tomorrow to permit 
the delegates to consult with their 
governments. 
House Democratic Leader McCor­ 
mack of Massachusetts introduced 
the resolution in the House, and was 
joined in the action by Republican 
Leader M artin. 
M artin Has One Regret 
McCormack said its overwhelming 
approval by the House would show 
the rest of the world th at the United 
States is truly united. 
M artin said hi* only regret was 
th at the action wasn’t taken several 
weeks ago, to head off what he

Cook Admits He 
Slew 6, Including 
Mosser Family 


Shot Hostages When 
They Cried For Help 


SAN DIEGO, Calif., Jan. 19 f/P)— 
The FBI said today William E. 
(Badman) Cook, Jr., admitted kill­ 
ing six people including the five 
members of the Carl Mosser family. 
Cook killed the Mossers—mother, 
father and three children — in 
their automobile, the FBI said, 
after he had kidnaped them and 
forced 
them 
to accompany him 
through 
Oklahoma, 
Texas, 
New 
Mexico, Arkansas and Missouri. 
The 
23-year-old 
Missouri 
ex­ 
convict was quoted by Ewell C. 
Richardson, FBI agent in charge 
here, as admitting he also shot 
and killed Robert Dewef; Beattie 
salesman, in California. 
He denied, Richardson said, th a t 
he haa killed any other person. 
Boasted* Of Killing Eight 
Officers previously had said he 
boasted during his flight th at he 
had killed eight people. 
The FBI said Cook told them he 
had' held the Mossers as hostages 
and had agreed to leaving them 
bound and gagged to insure his 
escape.

m ent declared.

“Freeze” Row 


Truman Appoints 
Johnston To Post 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19 </P) — 
President Truman today fired Alan 
Valentine as the nation’s economic 
stabilization chief after a behind 
the-scenes row in which Valentine 
opposed an immediate price-wage 
freeze. 
Mr. Trum an immediately named 
Eric Johnston, former president of 
the U. S. Chamber of Commerce, as 
his successor. Johnston is now head 
of the Motion Picture Association of 
America. 
The president’s shakeup of his 
economic high command was inter­ 
preted on Capitol Hill and else­ 
where as heralding a speedup in the 
anti-inflation fight and the imposi­ 
tion of sweeping price-wage con­ 
trols. 
Valentine himself said the Presi­ 
dent believed drastic action should 
be taken immediately. 
But the exact time of such action 
was still uncertain. Charles E. Wil­ 
son. 
defense 
mobilization 
chief, 
merely told newsmen th at Johns­ 
ton’s appointment would tend to 
hasten a decision on the long- 
debated question of controls. 
Some high-level 
officials 
have 
predicted th at a nationwide “freeze” 
on prices and wages will be an ­ 
nounced before Feb. 1, and this 
seemed to be borne out in Valen­ 
tine’s letter of resignation. 
Valentine wrote Mr. Trum an th at 
only yesterday he gave Wilson a de­ 
tailed plan for “overall m andatory 
price and wage stabilization effec­ 
tive about Feb. 1.” 
Valentine said he wanted about 
two more weeks to m uster an ade­ 
quate staff before clamping down 
controls, and he told the President: 
“I am sorry it (the plan) is not 
acceptable.’* 
Valentine took over the stabiliza­ 
tion job Just three m onths ago. His 
resignation—submitted at Mr. T ru­ 
m an’s request — capped a rising 
storm of criticism from members of 
Congress who complained th at Val­ 
entine’s cautious attitude in com­ 
batting inflation was Jeopardizing 
the 
nation’s 
economy. 
Valentine 
felt, for one thing, th at more time 
was necessary to establish enforce­ 
m ent machinery. 
In his letter to Mr. Truman. Val­ 
entine insisted there had been “no 
disagreement” with his associates 
“as to the necessity of overall price 
and’wage controls,” but he said: 
“There has been honest difference 
of opinion as to the precise timing 
and method of their introduction.”

Gen. Collins Declares Army 
Will Have Equivalent Of 24 
Combat Divisions By July 1 


But Says Goal May Have To Be Boosted 
In Testimony Supporting Military Measure 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 
Gen. J. Lawton Collins said today 
th at Army strength by July 1 will 
be equivalent to 24 combat divisions 
compared with “the 12 or 14 pre­ 
viously mentioned.”

Passes Resolution 
Urging U. N. Action 


WASHINGTON, tan 19(ZP) — An 
aroused House of Representatives 
shouted approval today of a resolu­ 
tion urging the United Nations to 
brand Red China an aggressor in 
Korea. 
In a terse 28 words, the resolution 
declared: 
“Resolved, that it is the sense of 
the House of Representatives that 
the United Nations should immedi­ 
ately act and declare the Chinese 
Communist authorities an aggressor 
in Korea.” 
Only a few “no” votes were audi­ 
ble as *he members approved the 
policy statement by a voice vote. 
In the brief pre-vote debate, how­ 
ever, some Republicans contended 
the resolution was tantamount to a 
declaration of war on the Chinese 
Communists. 
Martin Disagrees 
However, Rep. Martin of Massa­ 
chusetts, 
the 
Republican 
leader, 
said he did not construe it that way. 
It is merely an expression of senti­ 
ment among the House members. 
But it came at a critical time when 
representatives of the non-Com- 
muunist world were jockeying ner­ 
vously at the United Nations head­ 
quarters at Lake Success, N. Y., over 
a resolution to brand the Chinese 
Reds as aggressors. 
Sponsors of the proposed U. N. 
resolution decided to delay its in­ 
troduction until tomorrow to permit 
the delegates to consult with their 
governments. 
House Democratic Leader McCor­ 
mack of Massachusetts introduced 
the resolution in the House, and was 
joined in the action by Republican 
Leader Martin. 
Martin Has One Regret 
McCormack said its overwhelming 
approval by the House would show 
the rest of the world that the United 
States is truly united. 
Martin said his only regret was 
that the action wasn't taken several 
weeks ago, to head off what he 
called the recent “appeasement” 
vote in the U. N. on a Korean 
cease-fire proposal. 
Although McCormack presented 
the resolution as an expression of 
bi-partisan 
foreign 
policy,

Shafer (R-Mich> declared that the 
Republicans supporting the move 
“don’t speak for the Republican 
party” and forced a quorum roll call 
to establish that a majority of the 
membership was on hand.

They had been his 
terrified prisoners more than three 
days. 
Near Joplin, the Mossers made 
their last outcry for help. At the 
sight of a police car, Mrs. Thelma 
Mosser, 29, became hysterical. 
Dumped Bodies In Mine Shaft. 
The children, Ronald Dean, sev­ 
en, Gary Carl, five, and Pamela 
Sue, three, started to scream. Cook 
said he then bound the mother 
and children — leaving Mosser, 33, 
at the wheel of the car. The police 
car passed again and Mrs. Mosser 
again became hysterical. Hie FBI 
said he then shot the whole family 
in the automobile. 
He then drove into Joplin, and 
dumped the bodies into an aban­ 
doned mine snaft not far from his 
home.

Truman Appoints 
Johnston To Post 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19 (ZP) — 
President Truman today fired Alan 
Valentine as the nation’s economic 
stabilizatiop chief after a behind- 
the-scenes row In which Valentine 
opposed an immediate price-wage 
freeze. 
Mr. Truman immediately named 
Erie Johnston, former president of 
the U. S. Chamber of Commerce, as 
his successor. Johnston is now head 
of the Motion Picture Association of 
America.

Valentine himself said the Presi­ 
dent believed drastic action should 
be taken immediately.

Charles E. Wil­ 
son,

merely told newsmen that Johns­ 
ton’s appointment would tend to 
hasten a decision on the long- 
debated question of controls. 
Some high-level officials have 
predicted that a nationwide “freeze” 
on prices and wages will be an­ 
nounced before Feb. I, and this 
seemed to be borne out in Valen­ 
tine’s letter of resignation. 
Valentine wrote Mr. Truman that 
only yesterday he gave Wilson a de­ 
tailed plan for “overall mandatory 
price and wage stabilization effec­ 
tive about Feb. I.” 
Valentine said he wanted about 
two more weeks to muster an ade­ 
quate staff before clamping down 
controls, and he told the President: 
“I am sorry it (the plan) is not 
acceptable.’* 
Valentine took over the stabiliza­ 
tion job just three months ago. His 
resignation—submitted at Mr. Tru­ 
man’s request — capped a rising 
storm of criticism from members of 
Congress who complained that Val­ 
entine’s cautious attitude in com­ 
batting inflation was jeopardizing 
the nation’s economy.

The Lend-Lease Account 
Hard as it is to get the Russians to agree with 
Americans on ordinary 
matters 
of international 
affairs, the State Department is having another try 
at a still harder project. This is the attempt to obtain 
a settlement of the account for lend-lease materials 
and equipment sent to Russia during the war and kept 
after the war for peacetime use. The United States 
wants 186 small naval craft back, and wants cash 
payment for the other things. 
The Russians have been induced to enter a 
conference on the matter 
In this they confess at 
least that there is some foundation for the American 
claims. As a matter of fact, they have returned a few 
small vessels since the war, and occasionally indicate 
that they intend someday to return the rest. Appar­ 
ently they will wear them out first if they can. No 
progress worthy of the name has been made toward 
getting settlement for supplies used after the war or 
still held, nor for patent use claims by American oil 
companies. 
This lend-lease account doubtless has not been 
brought to the attention of the Russian people, at 
least not by their own government. Moscow is fond 
of pretending that Russia won the war alone, and that 
the United States, far from helping, has always been 
a threat to Russian security This line of propaganda 
mignt pale a little if the Russian people knew about 
the eleven billion dollars’ worth of lend-lease aid. 
That which went for war uses has been considered 
well spent. The rest might be well spent, too, if the 
Russian people found out about it. 


Books Across The Sea 
One function of the United Nations Educational, 
Cultural and Scientific Organization is the issuance 
o f coupons which are used in place of currency in the 
purchasing of American books by nationals of other 
countries. Much red tape is thereby cut. 
It started two years ago with a Scottish farmer 
who tried without success to purchase in London a 
certain American book on agricultural technique. 
Dollars, pounds and customs regulations would have 
been involved if the regulai procedures in sending to 
America for the book had been followed. Instead, the 
coupon system was devised 
The UNESCO furnishes 
coupons, which can be bought for British or other 
currency. This international scrip has since been used 
in many countries, India leading the world in the 
amount of book purchases Textbooks, medical jour­ 
nals. treatises on beekeeping and fiction have been 
acquired in this manner. The UNESCO finishes the 
Job by redeeming the coupons with American dollars, 
to pay the sellers of the books. 
Here is one instance where a United Nations 
agency is accomplishing what the whole body was 
Intended to do: it simplifies and smoothes out inter­ 
national transactions, removing causes of possible 
friction. 


Outgrowing "Hell Week1 
“Hell Week ” as observed by fraternities in many 
colleges, has involved 
practices 
approaching 
the 
fiendish. The tendency toward cruelty which some­ 
times seems inherent in the young has been allowed 
full play, with occasional serious and even tragic 
results. 
In one Midwestern college, the death of two 
students as a direct result of “Hell Week” observance 
awakened the college world with a jolt. This school 
now forbids these goings-on, and such projects as 
helping to make substandard housing more livable 
have been adopted in thei^ place. The University of 
Massachusetts TnterfraterriUy Council has recently 
rep’aced the former initiation stunts by “Character- 
building Week.” 
College students can no longer be called boys and 
girls. Maturity has been thrust upon them, whether 
they are ready for it or not. It is heartening to 6ee 
them put aside childish, senseless horseplay in favor 
of more enlightened activities. 


Spanish Troops 
Spain is being sounded out, the report goes, as 
to whether it will send troops for the proposed Euro­ 
pean army and if so how many. The story goes that 
Franco is more than willing if equipment is furnished. 
Unless manpower is everything and efficiency 
something to be acquired later, any Spanish troops 
would be no great addition to the United Nations’ 
cause. In the 1920's Spain proved utterly unable to put 
down the rebellion of Abd el Krim in Morocco, and 
finally had to turn the job over to France. Hitler put 
some Spanish troops on the Russian front, and found 
them quite unsatisfactory The burden of proof is on 
those who maintain that the Spanish army is any 
better now. 
It is not being unduly cynical to wonder if Franco 
Is not thinking -hat an army, equipped at the expense 
of someone else, would bo a valuable asset for his 
dictatorship in the event of internal troubles.

a score of m edical conditions alter 
th e gait. Moreover, there is enough 
difference in the m anner in which 
the person proceeds to perm it th e 
physician to tell a t a glance w hat 
is wrong. 
In alcoholic intoxication the sub­ 
ject 
totters, 
reels, 
lurches, 
and 
staggers 
forward, 
backward, 
and 
sideways. T his is in contrast to 
the 
unsteady 
m aneuvering 
of 
a 
victim of brain tum or who has a 
tendency to fall toward the side 
on which the lesion is located. T he 
sam e occurs in dizziness resulting 
from ear infection. 


In W orld W ar II m any young 
m en developed a swollen and pain­ 
ful ankle which they thought had 
been sprained while going over th e 
obstacle course; but the diagnosis 
obviously was incorrect when on 
th e following day a knee or elbow 
was involved similarly. They were 
victims of rheum atic fever. 
T he 
soldiers assum ed th a t exercise was 
responsible for the original inci­ 
dent. This sort of thing happens 
frequently with children. 
Should 
a 
youngster 
sta rt 
limping, 
the 
parents m ay blam e an accident or 
fall; they usually are right because 
boys and girls are likely to h u rt 
them selves several 
times a day; 
but occasionally the limp is caused 
by 
arth ritis 
or 
rheum atic 
fever 
which, when mild, m ay go u n ­ 
detected because junior remembers 
th a t he fell or stum bled a few days 
previously. In case of doubt it la 
always 
wise to 
call 
the 
family 
physician. Along th e sam e line tve 
should not attribute stum bling and 
toe dragging to clumsiness or lazi­ 
ness. 
T he individual who limps because 
of a painful joint walks differently 
from one who is paralyzed or has a 
short leg. T he foot th a t h u rts is 
dragged on the ground carefully to 
avoid injury and the weight of the 
body is then borne ju st long enough 
to perm it the sound leg to be swung 
forward hurriedly. In this way the 
person hobbles along painfully u n ­ 
til he reaches his goal. W hen one 
leg is shorter th an the other, the 
body drops slightly when the shorter 
leg is put on 
the ground. The 
opposite hip sticks out m ore prom ­ 
inently and the knee is kept bent. 
To m aintain balance the body fre­ 
quently 
is 
swung 
over 
to 
the 
affected side; on standing still the 
spine is bent to com pensate for the 
tilt in the pelvis. 


Those who have recuperated from 
polio or have weak muscles from 
other causes also have a special gait. 
T he im paired extrem ity is throw n 
forw ard and alm ost sim ultaneously 
th e trunk is moved over to the 
involved side to balance the center 
of gravity over the joints. This is 
necessary because the muscles do 
not have the strength to hold up 
the body; the weight m ust be car­ 
ried entirely by the skeletal stru c­ 
tures. A fter a stroke, difficulty in 
walking 
is common 
because 
the 
muscles on the paralyzed side are 
m ore rigid 
th an usual. The leg 
moves with the body because it is 
stiff. In propelling the extrem ity 
the person swings it in a semi-circle. 
Both legs are likely to be involved 
in m ultiple sclerosis, cerebral palsy 
and lateral sclerosis. T he limbs are 
stiff and weak and to move forward 
they perform the same arc except 
th a t one leg crosses in front of the 
other. This is known as the “scissors' 
gait.”

in the system by giving Epsom salts 
or other purgative, unless diarrhea 
already exists.

ia ’s industrial heartland. The rest 
will be built in the production cen­ 
ters of Ohio, M ichigan, Alabama, 
Illinois and New York—with a few 
scattered plants in Indiana. West 
Virginia, 
K entucky, 
California, 
M aryland and Connecticut. 
In other words, instead of scat­ 
tering these factories abound the 
country, the governm ent is concen­ 
trating them in big cities such as 
Pittsburgh. 
D etroit. 
Birm ingham , 
Chicago and Las Angeles. This not 
only makes our defense facilities 
more vulnerable, but a^ris to the 
housing, transportation and educa­ 
tional problems of these overcrowd­ 
ed centers. 
Technically, the new plants will 
not be built by the governm ent but 
by private companies. However, the 
governm ent has a powerful say-so 
through 
its 
certification 
system. 
T his is handled by the N ational Se­ 
curity Resources Board, which issues 
certificates ol necessity for building 
defense plants. Only factories th a t 
have been certified by the NSRB are 
eligible for big tax reductions under 
the Defense Production Act. 
Needless to say, whls is a powertul 
levei lor keeping *he plant owners 
in line. However, the NSRB, while 


it has encouraged dispersal, has not 
enforced it. As a result, the owners

10 the people— 
h asn ’t grown up with the country. 


T he first House of Representatives 
(1789-91) had 65 members, or one 
to approxim ately 61,500 people. T o­ 
day the ratio Is one congressm an 
to approxim ately 346.000 people. 
To use a more m odern com pari­ 
son, 
there 
were 
about 
92,000,000 
people in the U nited States in 1911 
when the num ber of House 
°ats 
was raised to 435. Today we still 
have 435 House members, though 
the population has growm by more 
th an a third. 
Sm art, young Rep. Frank Chelf of 
K entucky did some straig h t talking 
on this the other day to President 
T rum an in a plea for his bill to 
raise House m em bership from 435 
to 450. 
"I don’t w ant the House so big 
th a t the tail will wag the dog, and 
my bill doesn’t do that, "explained 
Chelf. "B ut w7e've simply got to do 
som ething to give the people the 
dem ocratic representation they de­ 
serve and the fram ers of the Con­ 
stitution wanted them to have.”

promised 
to "think 
it 
over.”

reapportionm ent, 
California (which has lec! the popu­ 
lation spurt since the 1940 census) 
will gain seven House seats, Florida 
will gain two. and M aryland.

Effects Of Inflation Hold 
Hardships For "Savers 
--------------- By MARK SULLIVAN - 
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RESIDENT 
Trum an, 
in 
his 
economic message last week, 
spoke 
about 
inflation, 
the 
present existence of it and the 
danger of more. 
His concluding 
words were: 
"This m ust not h ap ­ 
pen.” 
Those words have a sound of firm 
determ ination. 
One m ust assume 
that Mr. T rum an means them and 
th at inflation will be checked. One 
step towards stopping inflation has 
been taken, it is an action ol the 
Federal Reserve Board 
by which 
quantity of credit is restrained, in­ 
cluding bank credit and credit used 
in installm ent selling. 
This, so tar 
as it goes, Ls a direct and effective 
attack upon inflation. In addition, 
agencies for other steps -controls 
over prices, wages and the like - 
have been set up and are beginning 
to function. Movement toward check 
of inflation is under way. 
Yet Mr. T rum an’s 
words "this 
m ust not happen,” would convey the 
spirit of Arm determ ination more 
surely if he had not said the equiv­ 
alent of them before, a t various 
times. D uring the early m onths ol 
his A dm inistration, and also during 
the Roosevelt one, the spirit ol de­ 
term ination 
was 
conveyed 
by 
a 
slogan which had alm ost an official 
status: "Hold the line against in ­ 
flation.” 
But along with th a t slogan Mr. 
T rum an had a policy. 
In several 
form al statem ents during late 1945 
he urged raises of wage rates in 
industry. The urgings were accom ­ 
panied by an adm onition th a t the 
wage raises be "non-inflationary," 
m eaning th a t they should not be 
accom panied by increases in prices 
of goods. This policy of Mr. T ru ­ 
m an’s was put on the basis ol an 
economic theory, .he purpose put 
forward was to increase the coun­ 
try’s purchasing power by increas­ 
ing wage rates for labor. 
The policy prevailed over the slo­ 
gan. In January, 1946, the Adm in­ 


istration. in order to end a strike, 
brought about a raise in the wage 
rates of labor in the steel industry, 
and sim ultaneously announced an 
increase of five dollars a ton in the 
price of steel. 
W ith th a t double 
action the slogan "Hold tne line 
against inflation” evaporated. T here 
ensued a twin parade of wage raises 
and price increases which has been 
a spiral 
m echanism 
ol 
inflation 
W’hich has gone on to this day and 
which has had 
especially strong 
m om entum the past few m ontns. 
This wage-price spiral, coupled with 
price support ol farm crops, com ­ 
posed m ost of the dynam ic m echan­ 
ism of inflation. 
In the part ol Mr. T rum an’s eco­ 
nomic message dealing with infla­ 
tion he included lour of its effects 
Wiiich are especially deadly. 
He 
said th a t it inflation continues it 
would "destroy confldence . . . un­ 
pair the value of the dollar, dissi­ 
pate the value of savings, and im ­ 
pose an intolerable burden upon 
fixed income groups.” These effects 
of 
inflation 
bear 
with 
especial 
hardship on one immense class ol 
the people. 
In what may be looked upon as 
the grand divisions of the American 
economy and society, an immense 
one and perhaps the most vitally 
im portant, is the savers. These in ­ 
clude holders of the lam iiiar gov­ 
ernm ent savings bonds, holders ol 
life insurance policies or benefi­ 
ciaries of them , depositors in sav­ 
ings banks, groups who nave sav­ 
ings in pension funds, other groups 
who have various kinds of fixed in ­ 
come securities. 
In the act ol saving th e ’purpose 
of these groups is to provide ior 
their future. 
They save in order 
th a t when they are old or retired 
they shah oe aoie to live upon their 
savings. 
This purpose 
ls realized 
only il the dollars they nave put 
into savings retain approxim ately 
the purchasing power they had a t 


Relations Of Congress, 
President Are Improving

W ASHINGTON. Jan. 19. — R ela- 
tions between Congress and Presi­ 
dent T rum an are getting better. 
T here’s a rift in the clouds and a 
bit of am icability is beginning to 
appear. 
A pparently President T rum an did 
not m ean to be brusque with Con­ 
gress last week when he said, in 
effect, he would consult Congress 
but would do as he pleased about 
sending troops abroad. He told the 
reporters th a t maybe they didn't 
write the story the way he m eant 
it. They, of course, wrote w hat they 
heard him say. Mr. T rum an thinks 
the im plications of his words were 
perhaps m isconstrued or ignored. 
T h e s e 
m isunderstandings 
will 
occur. Mr. T rum an 
is 
really 
not 
com plaining th a t the reporting was 
unsound but th a t a t times things 
don’t sound in print like they sound 
when he says them . Maybe they 
ought to have a system of sound 
effects to cure this so th a t the 
exact intonation of voice could be 
recorded. Maybe the whole press 
conference should be put on radio 
and television so th a t the public 
—whose business is being discussed 
—can judge for 
itself 
w hat 
the 
inflections of a presidential voice 
really m ean. 
As for Congress, there are signs 
th a t Senator T aft is softening or 
clarifying 
his 
position, 
too. 
He 
wouldn’t object to sending troops to 
Europe, he says, but wants Congress 
to spell out some sort of ratio so 
th a t America will supply certain 
divisions and the other nations some 
divisions in proper proportion. 
Anyway, there seems to be a con­ 
vergence toward agreem ent. So far 
as foreign governm ents are con­ 
cerned, they can properly derive 
from 
these 
modifications, clarifi­ 
cations, and explanations th at the 
executive and legislative branches 
of the American governm ent are 
beginning to see eye to eye on the 
m ajor things—they are agreed on 
w hat the diplom ats call the "princi­ 
ple,” and there are just some slight 
details of difference on how the 
principle shall be applied. 
Basically there never was any 
doubt th at, if the President asked 
Congress for authority to station 
our troops in Europe as a part of 
our 
N orth 
Atlantic 
treaty obli­ 
gation. he would get such authority 
by overwhelming vote. The legal­ 
ists who told him a bad precedent 
would be created if he asked for 


such authority were giving M r T ru­ 
m an poor advice. The President of 
the United S tates can always act of 
his own initiative in sending troops 
out of the 
country 
if 
there 
u 
danger. He does not need to war. for 
congressional 
action. 
But 
where 
there is time, the 
words 
of 
the 
C onstitution would seem to imply 
th a t 
he 
ask 
for 
congres .onal 
authority soon after he 
i r . e ^ 
troops abroad, if not before. 
It may be stated 
also th at 
a 
declaration which recognizes a state 
of war with Communist China, if 
subm itted to Congress now. would 
pass by an overwhelming vote of 
both 
houses. Congressional senti­ 
m ent is almost unanim ous on the 
rejection of the phony "peace” pro- 
pasal m ade by the Chinese Commu­ 
nists, and there is complete backing 
for the D epartm ent of State in it* 
efforts to obtain the adoption at the 
United Nations of a resolution con­ 
dem ning Red China as an aggressor. 
U nder the Am erican system of 
free discussion, world policies are 
praised or criticized, or proposals 
for am endm ent are m ade publicly. 
Thus every official of the D epart­ 
m ent of S tate knows w hat Congress 
is thinking about and, if not, m em ­ 
bers of the congressional com m ittees 
are free to come in and talk about 
it or write in or telephone. 
W hat is needed here mostly is to 
encourage a spirit of cooperation— 
to instill the feeling at the D epart­ 
m ent of S tate th a t members of 
Congress have a responsibility to 
their constituents and also to in ­ 
still on Capitol Hill the feeling th a t 
the D epartm ent of S tate will wel­ 
come advice. Having established the 
right kind of relationship between 
the two branches of government, it 
then 
becomes 
essential 
for Con­ 
gress to recognize th at under the 
C onstitution the conduct of foreign 
relations is an executive function 
and th at the President and Secre­ 
tary of S tate must make the final 
decisions and be held accountable 
for them to the country. 
As one looks back on the some­ 
what clumsy perform ances of the 
last few days, one wonders how 
m uch it is all due to the deep- 
seated partisanship of the Presi­ 
dent himself, which distrusts the 
opposition party, and conversely to 
the distrust which the opposition 
party has with respect to Mr. T ru­ 
m an and his Secretary of State.

What Is War?

WASHINGTON, 
a 
nephew of our first president 
and an associate justice of the 
U nited States Suprem e Court, 
in Bas V. Tingy, defined war as 
follows: 
"It may, I believe, be safely laid 
down, 
th a t 
every 
contention 
by 
force, between two nations, in ex­ 
ternal m atters, under the authority 
of their respective governments, is 
not only war, but public war.” 
Professor John Bassett Moore, the 
greatest American authority on in­ 
ternational law, said: 
"M uch confusion may be avoid­ 
ed by bearing in m m d the lact th at 
by the term war is m eant not the 
mere employment of force, but the 
existence of the legal condition of 
things in which rights are or may 
be prosecuted by force. . .” 
Bynkershoek. com m enting onG ro- 
tius, said: 
"W ar is a contest between inde­ 
pendent parties by way of force or 
deceit, for the purpose of pursuing 
their right.” 


reservoirs. O ur war with Soviet Rus­ 
sia, commencing in 1945. has been 
called a ‘cold w ar” because it was 
a war limited to deceits rath er than 
involving force. 


These various definitions of war 
are here given because of the very 
great confusion which 
exists 
in 
m any m inds as to w hether this 
country is now a t war. It is often 
suggested th a t our troops are in 
Korea on a police action ordered 
by the United Nations. T hat m ight 
have been true up to November 6, 
when the presence of Soviet China 
in the war was acknowledged. 


Soviet China and Soviet Rus­ 
sia have regarded the United 
States as the aggressor in the 
Korean war: whereas the Unit­ 
ed States has regarded Soviet 
China as the aggressor and de­ 
sires that the United Nations so 
declare it. 


The term “right” here must 
be interpreted as will, desire, 
ambition, or perhaps what a 
side believes either to be cor­ 
rect or its rights. 


In the case of the "resolution,” 
the Federal Court of Appeals held: 
"A perfect war is th at 
which 
destroys the national 
peace and 
tranquillity, and lays the founda­ 
tion of every possible act of hos­ 
tility; the im perfect war is th at 
which does not entirely destroy the 
public tranquillity, but interrupts it 
only in some particulars, as in the 
case of reprisals.” 
Instead of “perfect” and “im per­ 
fect w ar,” the term s "general” and 
‘lim ited’’ war have often been used. 
Our present war with Soviet China 
is a lim ited war; it is for this 
reason th at G eneral M acA rthur was 
forbidden to bomb the Yaiu River

F urther than human con­ 
sideration. savers deserve consider­ 
ation lor their value to the coun­ 
try.

der whethei saving is worth wniie, 
tin effect on the country and its 
economy would oe serious.

K arl Von Clausewitz, the pniloso- 
pher of war. defines war a.- follows: 
“. . . W ar is nothing but a duel 
on a larger scale. If we would com­ 
bine into one conception the count­ 
less separate 
duels of 
w’hirh 
it 
consists, we would do well to think 
of 
two 
wrestlers. 
Each 
tries 
by 
physical force to compel the other 
to do his will: his im m ediate oo;ec: 
is to overthrow his adversary and 
thereby make him incapable of any 
fu rth er resistance.” 
The im portant word in all this 
is "will.” W ar exists to break the 
will of a nation; to subdue it; to 
destroy it; to bring it to heel. 
Clausewitz further says: 
“. . .Force, th a t is to say, physi­ 
cal force . . . Is thus the m eans; to 
impose our will upon the enemy is 
the object. To achieve this object 
with certainty we miust disarm the 
enemy, and this disarm ing is by def­ 
inition the proper ann of m ilitary 
action. . .”

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The Lend-Lease Account 
Hard as it is to get the Russians to agree with 
Americans on ordinary matters of international 
affairs, the State Department is having another try 
at a still harder project. This is the attempt to obtain 
a settlement of the account for lend-lease materials 
and equipment sent to Russia during the war and kept 
after the war for peacetime use. The United States 
wants 186 small naval craft back, and wants cash 
payment for the other things. 
The Russians have been induced to enter a 
conference on the matter In this they confess at 
least that there is some foundation for the American 
claims. As a matter of fact. they have returned a few 
small vessels since the war, and occasionally indicate 
that they intend someday to return the rest. Appar­ 
ently they will wear them out first if they can. No 
progress worthy of the name has been made toward 
getting settlement for supplies used after the war or 
still held, nor for patent use claims by American oil 
com names. 
This lend-lease account doubtless has not been 
brought to the attention of the Russian people, at 
least not by their own government. Moscow is fond 
of pretending that Russia won the war alone, and that 
the United Stat es. far from helping, has always been 
a threat to Russian security This line of propaganda 
mignt pale a little if the Russian people knew about 
the eleven billion dollars’ worth of lend-lease aid. 
That which went for war uses has been considered 
well spent. The rest might be well spent, too, if the 
Russian people found out about it. 


Books Across The Sea 
One function of the United Nations Educational, 
Cultural and Scientific Organization is the issuance 
of coupons which are used in place of currency in the 
purchasing of American books by nationals of other 
countries. Much red tape is thereby cut. 
It started two years ago with a Scottish farmer 
who tried without success to purchase in London a 
certain American book on agricultural technique. 
Dollars, pounds and customs regulations would have 
been involved if the regulai procedures in sending to 
America for the book had been followed. Instead, the 
coupon system was devised The UNESCO furnishes 
coupons, which can be bought for British or other 
currency. This international scrip has since been used 
in many countries, India leading the world in the 
amount of book pm chaser Textbooks, medical jour­ 
nals, treatises on beekeeping and fiction have been 
acquired in this manner. The UNESCO finishes the 
job by redeeming the coupons with American dollars, 
to pay the sellers of the books. 
Here is one instance where a United Nations 
agency is accomplishing what the whole body was 
intended to do: it simplifies and smoothes out inter­ 
national transactions, removing causes of possible 
friction. 


Outgrowing 
"Hell Week" 
“Hell Week ” as observed by fraternities in many 
colleges, has involved piactices approaching the 
fiendish. The tendency toward cruelty which some­ 
times seems inherent in the young has been allowed 
full play, with occasional serious and even tragic 
results. 
In one Midwestern college, the death of two 
students as a direct result of “Hell Week” observance 
awakened the college world with a jolt. This school 
now forbids these goings-on, and such projects as 
helping to make substandard housing more livable 
have been adopted in theu[ place. The University of 
Massachusetts Interfraternlty Council has recently 
rep’aced the former initiation stunts by “Character- 
building Week.” 
College students can no longer be called boys and 
girls. Maturity has been thrust upon them, whether 
they are ready for it or not. It is heartening to see 
them put aside childish, senseless horseplay in favor 
of more enlightened activities. 


Spanish Troops 
Spain is being sounded out, the report goes, as 
to whether it will send troops for the proposed Euro­ 
pean army and if so how many. The story goes that 
Franco is more than willing if equipment is furnished. 
Unless manpower is everything and efficiency 
something to be acquired later, any Spanish troops 
would be no great addition to the United Nations’ 
cause. In the 1920’s Spain proved utterly unable to put 
down the rebellion of Abd el Krim in Morocco, and 
finally had to turn the jop over to France. Hitler put 
some Spanish troops on the Russian front, and found 
them quite unsatisfactory The burden of proof is on 
those who maintain that the Spanish army is any 
better now. 
It is not being unduly cynical to wonder if Franco 
Is not thinking ‘hat an army, equipped at the expense 
of someone else, would bo a valuable asset for his 
dictatorship in the event of internal troubles. 


International Curiosity 
Where is the world’s largest collection of books 
on American life, outside of the United States? H. L. 
White, Australia’s Commonwealth librarian, thinks 
that it may be in the Franklin D. Roosevelt Library 
of American Literature in the Commonwealth National 
Library at Canberra, the Australian capital. The aim 
of this collection is not merely to tell Australians 
about the United States, but to interpret our accom­ 
plishments and aspirations tx* the peoples of Southeast 
Asia where Australia can often win a better hearing 
than we can. 
Americans are perhaps a lttle too apt to take it 
for granted that other peoples should want to know 
all about us. It might make for better international 
feeling, and help in the solution of our problems, if 
we rook as much interest in other countries as the 
Aus* rattans are taking in us. 


Sfr~'n Of Ties 
Reoorts from Ottawa sav that a sore spot is devel­ 
o p s in official relations between the United States 
and Canada ov*»r the situation in the Far East. The 
r*',rtic ipation of Canada in the United Nations action 
In Korea has been hardly more than a token. United 
States efforts to stir the Canadian government to more 
activity have not been too happily received, since 
Canada does not see “ye t" eye with us on some basic 
points of Far E astern policy. Such differences strain 
friendship, but when closo friends disagree they have 
a chance to learn something

ON’T ACCUSE everyone who 
is seen staggering down the 
street of being drunk. 
The 
man or woman may be ill, as 
a score of medical conditions alter 
the gait. Moreover, there is enough 
difference in the manner in' which 
the person proceeds to permit the 
physician to tell at a glance what 
is wrong. 
In alcoholic intoxication the sub­ 
ject totters, reels, lurches, 
and 
staggers forward, backward, and 
sideways. This is in contrast to 
the unsteady maneuvering of a 
victim of brain tumor who has a 
tendency to fall toward the side 
on which the lesion is located. The 
same occurs in dizziness resulting 
from ear infection. 


In World War n many young 
men developed a swollen and pain­ 
ful ankle which they thought had 
been sprained while going over tho 
obstacle course; but the diagnosis 
obviously was incorrect when on 
the following day a knee or elbow 
was involved similarly. They were 
victims of rheumatic fever. 
The 
soldiers assumed that exercise was 
responsible for the original inci­ 
dent. This sort of thing happens 
frequently with children. 
Should 
a 
youngster 
start limping, 
the 
parents may blame an accident or 
fall; they usually are right because 
boys and girls are likely to hurt 
themselves several times a day; 
but occasionally the limp is caused 
by arthritis or rheumatic fever 
which, when mild, may go un­ 
detected because junior remembers 
that he fell or stumbled a few days 
previously. In case of doubt It Is 
always wise to call the family 
physician. Along the same line we 
should not attribute stumbling and 
toe dragging to clumsiness or lazi­ 
ness. 
The individual who limps because 
of a painful joint walks differently 
from one who is paralyzed or has a 
short leg. The foot that hurts is 
dragged on the ground carefully to 
avoid injury and the weight of the 
body is then borne just long enough 
to permit the sound leg to be swung 
forward hurriedly. In this way the 
person hobbles along painfully un­ 
til he reaches his goal. When one 
leg is shorter than the other, the 
body drops slightly when the shorter 
leg is put on the ground. The 
opposite hip sticks out more prom­ 
inently and the knee is kept bent. 
To maintain balance the body fre­ 
quently 
is swung over to the 
affected side; on standing still the 
spine is bent to compensate for the 
tilt iii the pelvis. 


Those who have recuperated from 
polio or have weak muscles from 
other causes also have a special gait. 
The impaired extremity is thrown 
forward and almost simultaneously 
the trunk is moved over to the 
involved side to balance the center 
of gravity over the joints. This is 
necessary because the muscles do 
not have the strength to hold up 
the body; the weight must be car­ 
ried entirely by the skeletal struc­ 
tures. After a stroke, difficulty in 
walking is common because the 
muscles on the paralyzed side are 
more rigid than usual. The leg 
moves with the body because it is 
stiff. In propelling the extremity 
the person swings it in a semi-circle. 
Both legs are likely to be involved 
in multiple sclerosis, cerebral palsy 
and lateral sclerosis. The limbs are 
stiff and weak and to move forward 
they perform the same arc except 
that one leg crosses in front of the 
other. This is known as the “scissors’ 
gait.” 


Food Poisoning 


Mrs. U. writes: What can be done 
for pork poisoning?

If you refer to food poisoning 
from contaminated pork, the stom­ 
ach can be washed out via a tube 
if symptoms appear soon after eat­ 
ing. 
After 
several 
hours 
have 
elapsed, it may be possible to elim­ 
inate the tainted meat remaining 
in the system by giving Epsom salts 
or other purgative, unless diarrhea 
already exists. On the other hand, 
once the food is digested, nothing 
can be done except to wait and sen 
what happens.

Mrs. R. writes: Does an upside 
down stomach cause poor appetite 
in a woman of 70? 
REPLY 
This is questionable because in 
all probability the stomach has 
been “upside down” for a long time. 
Appetite at 70 may not be good ex­ 
cept for breakfast, which is con­ 
sidered the “best meal of the day’ 
by many oldsters. 


DON’T BLACKLIST SALT 
O. W. T. writes: I have read 
that the use of salt causes kidney 
disease, hardening of the arteries, 
and high blood pressure. Is this 
true?

No. Salt enters the picture only 
because it is restricted when hy­ 
pertension is present or heart ox 
kidney trouble leads to a dropsical 
condition. Blaming these disorders 
on salt would be the same as saying 
just because victims of heart dis­ 
ease cannot exercise strenuously 
that heart disease is caused by 
exercise.

Charles Wilson Alerts Staff For Wage-Price Control Clamp-Down; New Factories 
Will Be Tempting Targets For Enemy; House To Be Reapportioned

WASHINGTON — Mobilization 
boss Charles Wilson has ordered 
his staff to be ready to clamp down 
price and wage controls within two 
weeks. He got the nod last week 
from President Truman who has 
finally agreed to all-out controls. 
Previously the P ru d en : had gone 
along with the Federal Reserve 
Board, which advised against put­ 
ting the economy in a government 
strait jacket. The board argued that 
indirect controls, such as higher 
taxes and restrictions on consumer 
and bank credits, would eventually 
curb 
inflation. 
These 
indirect 
methods, however, have failed to 
hold down prices. 
At the same time, a shake-up in 
the 
mobilization 
high-command 
may also accompany the new con­ 
trols. For example, Wilson makes 
no secret around his office that he 
hopes to get rid of Price Adminis­ 
trator Mike Di Salle and Di Salle 
doesn’t try to conceal his distaste 
for Economic Stabilization Director 
Alan Valentine. All this backbiting 
is likely to result in some heads 
rolling. 
Meanwhile, across the Potomac in 
the Pentagon, the new Munitions 
Board Chairman John D. Small has 
been given 90 days to straighten 
out the mess he inherited. He took 
over the reins from Hubert Howard 
after the Munitions Board had fail­ 
ed in its assument to stockpile 
strategic materials. However, Pres­ 
ident Truman still isn’t satisfied 
with the board’s progress, and has 
applied the spurs to the new chair­ 
man. 
Dissecting Taft 
Democrat senators were verbally 
dissecting Sen. Robert A. (for Al- 
phonso) Taft in the Senate cloak­ 
room the other day. 
“Bob has a good mind and al­ 
ways brings up interesting points,” 
defended Illinois’ Sen. Paul Doug­ 
las. 
* But what about his know-it-all 
atttiude that even gripes the Re­ 
publicans?” he was asked. 
“The truth is,” Douglas explained, 
“the Senator is two people. He is 
Bob Taft, and he is Alphonso Taft.” 
Industrial Targets 
In the haste to expand war pro­ 
duction, the government is paying 
no attention to dispersal but is 
throwing up new factories right 
where the Russians can bomb them 
easiest. The truth is, 90 per cent of 
our new plants are bein*; built in 
industrial area.-, that are already 
tempting targets 
Of 
approximately 
80 
deiense 
plants now approved for construc­ 
tion. 18 are located in Pennsylvan­ 
ia’s industrial heartland. The rest 
will be built in the production cen­ 
ters of Ohio, Michigan, Alabama, 
Illinois and New York—with a few 
scattered plants in Indiana. West 
Virginia, 
Kentucky, 
California, 
Maryland and Connecticut. 
In other words, instead of scat­ 
tering these factories abound the 
country, the government is concen­ 
trating them in big cities such as 
Pittsburgh. 
Detroit, 
Birmingham, 
Chicago and Los Angeles. This not 
only makes our defense facilities 
more vulnerable, but aHds to the 
housing, transportation and educa­ 
tional problems of these overcrowd­ 
ed centers. 
Technically, the new plants will 
not be built by the government but 
by private companies. However, the 
government has a powerful say-so 
through 
its 
certification 
system. 
This is handled by the National Se­ 
curity Resources Board, which issues 
certificates ot necessity for building 
defense plants. Only factories that 
have been certified by the NSRB are 
eligible for big tax reductions under 
the Defense Production Act. 
Needless to say, chis is a poAerlul 
level for keeping che plant owners 
in line. However, tile NSRB, while 


it has encouraged dispersal, has not 
enforced it. As a result, the owners 
are building their new factories 
right alongside the old. 
It may be more costly to build 
defense plants in remote regions, 
but it would be safer from enemy air 
attack, hence a lot cheaper in the 
long run. 


Rival Newsboys 
Two rival newsboys, taking sides 
in the Pearson-McCarthy feud, car­ 
ried on a shouting match on a busy 
Washington street corner the other 
day. 
The boy hawking the Washington 
Times-Herald 
shouted: 
“Senator 
McCarthy accuses Pearson of pub­ 
lishing documents!” 
Not to be outdone, the boy selling 
the Washington Post on the same 
corner shouted back: “Drew Pear­ 
son tells how Senator McCarthy 
aided Nazi war criminals! Read all 
about it!” 
Shifts In The House 
One of the toughest questions 
facing the 82nd Congress is the re­ 
apportionment of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives to conform with popu­ 
lation shifts of the last census. 
It is eajsy enough to transfer the 
14 seats from nine states that gain­ 
ed the least in population to the 
states that gained the most. How­ 
ever, this won’t solve the problem. 
Sooner or later Congress must 
face the fact that the House—the 
chamber our founding fathers said 
should be “close” lo the people— 
hasn't grown up with the country. 


The first blouse of Representatives 
(1789-91) had 65 members, or one 
to approximately 61,500 people. To­ 
day the ratio is one congressman 
to approximately 346,000 people. 
To use a more modern compari­ 
son, there were about 92,000.000 
people in the United States in 1911 
when the number of House 
°ats 
was raised to 435. Today we still 
have 435 House members, though 
the population has grown by more 
than a third. 
Smart, young Rep. Frank Chelf of 
Kentucky did some straight talking 
on this the other day to President 
Truman in a plea for his bill to 
raise House membership from 435 
to 450. 
“I don’t want the House so big 
that the tail will wag the dog. and 
my bill doesn’t do that, “explained 
Chelf. “But we’ve simply got to do 
something to give the people the 
democratic representation they de­ 
serve and the framers of the Con­ 
stitution wanted them to have.” 
Truman promised to “think it 
over.” 
NOTE — Under reapportionment, 
California (which has led the popu­ 
lation spurt since the 1940 census) 
will gain seven House seats, Florida 
will gain two. and Maryland. Michi­ 
gan, Texas Virginia and Washing­ 
ton, one each. Pennsylvania will 
lose three seats; Missouri. New York 
and Oklahoma, two each; and Ar­ 
kansas, Illinois. Kentucky. Missis­ 
sippi and Tennessee, one each.

— Rela­ 
tions between Congress and Presi­ 
dent Truman are getting better. 
There’s a rift in the clouds and a 
bit of amicability is beginning to 
appear. 
Apparently President Truman did 
not mean to be brusque with Con­ 
gress last week when he said, in 
effect, he would consult Congress 
but would do as he pleased about 
sending troops abroad. He told the 
reporters that maybe they didn’t 
write the story the way he meant 
it. They, of course, wrote what they 
heard him say. Mr. Truman thinks 
the implications of his words were 
perhaps ohsconstrued or ignored. 
T h e s e 
misunderstandings 
will 
occur. Mr. Truman is really not 
complaining that the reporting was 
unsound but that at times things 
don’t sound in print like they sound 
when he says them. Maybe they 
ought to have a system of sound 
effects to cure this so that the 
exact intonation of voice could be 
recorded. Maybe the whole press 
conference should be put on radio 
and television so that the public 
—whose business is being discussed 
—can judge for 
itself 
what 
the 
inflections of a presidential voice 
really mean. 
As for Congress, there are signs 
that Senator Taft is softening or 
clarifying 
his 
position, 
too. 
He 
wouldn’t object to sending troops to 
Europe, he says, but wants Congress 
to spell out some sort of ratio so 
that America will supply certain 
divisions and the other nations some 
divisions in proper proportion. 
Anyway, there seems to be a con­ 
vergence toward agreement. So far 
as foreign governments are con­ 
cerned, they can properly derive 
from these modifications, clarifi­ 
cations, and explanations that the 
executive and legislative branches 
of the American government are 
beginning to see eye to eye on the 
major things—they are agreed on 
what the diplomats call the “princi­ 
ple,” and there are just some slight 
details of difference on how the 
principle shall be applied. 
Basically there never was any 
doubt that, if the President asked 
Congress for authority to station 
our troops in Europe as a part of 
our 
North 
Atlantic 
treaty obli­ 
gation, he would get such authority 
by overwhelming vote. The legal­ 
ists who told him a bad precedent 
would be created if he asked for 


such authority were giving Mr. Tru­ 
man poor advice. The President of 
the United States can always act of 
his own initiative in sending troops 
out of the 
country 
if 
there 
JI 
danger. He does not need to wait for 
congressional 
action 
But 
where 
there is time, the 
words 
of 
the 
Constitution would seem to imply 
that 
he 
ask 
for 
congre.onal 
authority soon after he sends thH 
troops abroad, if not before. 
It may be stated also that a 
declaration which recognizes a state 
of war with Communist China, if 
submitted to Congress now. would 
pass by an overwhelming vote of 
both houses. Congressional senti­ 
ment is almost unanimous on the 
rejection of the phony “peace” pro­ 
posal made by the Chinese Commu­ 
nists, and there is complete backing 
for the Department of State in it* 
efforts to obtain the adoption at the 
United Nations of a resolution con­ 
demning Red China as an aggressor. 
Under the American system of 
free discussion, world policies are 
praised or criticized, or proposal* 
for amendment are made publicly. 
Thus every official of the Depart­ 
ment of State knows what Congress 
is thinking about and, if not, mem­ 
bers of the congressional committee* 
are free to come in and talk about 
it or write in or telephone. 
What is needed here mostly is to 
encourage a spirit of cooperation— 
to instill the feeling at the Depart­ 
ment of State that members of 
Congress have a responsibility to 
their constituents and also to in­ 
still on Capitol Hill the feeling that 
the Department of State will wel­ 
come advice. Having established the 
right kind of relationship between 
the two branches of government, it 
then becomes essential for Con­ 
gress to recognize that under the 
Constitution the conduct of foreign 
relations is an executive function 
and that the President and Secre­ 
tary of State must make the final 
decisions and be held accountable 
for them to the country’. 
As one looks back on the some­ 
what clumsy performances of the 
last few days, one wonders how 
much it is all due to the deep­ 
seated partisanship of the Presi­ 
dent himself, which distrusts the 
opposition party, and conversely to 
the distrust which the opposition 
party has with respect to Mr. Tru­ 
man and his Secretary of State.

Effects Of Inflation Hold 
Hardships For "Savers"

RESIDENT Truman, in his 
economic message last week, 
spoke 
about 
inflation, 
the 
present existence of it and the 
danger of more. 
His concluding 
words were: “This must not hap­ 
pen.” 
Those words have a sound of firm 
determination. 
One must assume 
that Mr. Truman means them and 
that inflation will be checked. One 
step towards stopping inflation has 
been taken, it is an action ot the 
Federal Reserve Board by which 
quantity of credit is restrained, in­ 
cluding bank credit and credit used 
in installment selling, rhis, so tar 
as it goes, Is a direct and effective 
attack upon inflation. In addition, 
agencies for other steps -controls 
over prices, wages and the like - 
have been set up and are beginning 
to function. Movement toward check 
of inflation is under way. 
Yet Mr. Truman’s words “this 
must not happen,” would convey the 
spirit of firm determination more 
surely if he had not said the equiv­ 
alent of them before, at various 
times. During the early months of 
his Administration, and also during 
the Roosevelt one, the spirit of de­ 
termination was conveyed by a 
slogan which had almost an official 
status: “Hold the line against in­ 
flation.” 
But along with that slogan Mr. 
Truman had a policy. In several 
formal statements during late 1945 
he urged raises of wage rates in 
industry. The urgings were accom­ 
panied by an admonition that the 
wage raises be “non-inflationary,” 
meaning that they should not be 
accompanied by increases in prices 
of goods. This policy of Mr. Tru­ 
man’s was put on the Oasis of an 
economic theory, .he purpose out 
forward was to increase the coun­ 
try’s purchasing power by increas­ 
ing wage rates for labor. 
The policy prevailed over the slo­ 
gan. In January, 1946, the Admin­ 


istration. in order to end a strike, 
brought about a raise in the wage 
rates of labor in the steel industry, 
and simultaneously announced an 
increase of five dollars a ton in the 
price of steel. With that double 
action the slogan "Hold tne line 
against inflation” evaporated. There 
ensued a twin parade of wage raises 
and price increases which has been 
a spiral mechanism of inflation 
which has gone on to this day and 
which has had especially strong 
momentum the past few mourns. 
This wage-price spiral, coupled with 
price support of farm crops, com­ 
posed most of the dynamic median- 
ism of Inflation 
In the part of Mr. Truman’s eco­ 
nomic message dealing with infla­ 
tion he included lour of its effects 
Hold) are especially deadly. 
He 
said that if inflation continues it 
would "destroy confidence . . . im- 
pair the value of the dollar, dissi­ 
pate the value of savings, and im­ 
pose an intolerable burden upon 
fixed income groups.” These effects 
of 
inflation 
bear 
with 
especial 
hardship on one immense class of 
the people. 
In what may be looked upon as 
the grand divisions of the American 
economy and society, an immense 
one and pernaps the most vitally 
important, is the savers. These in­ 
clude holders of the tamiliar gov­ 
ernment savings bonds, holders of 
life insurance policies or benefi­ 
ciaries of them, depositors in sav­ 
ings banks, groups who nave sav­ 
ings in pension funds, other groups 
who have various kinds of fixed in­ 
come securities.

USHROD WASHINGTON, a 
nephew of our first president 
and an associate justice of the 
United States Supreme Court, 
in Bas V. Tingy, defined war as 
follows: 
“It may, I believe, be safely laid 
down, that every contention by 
force, between two nations, in ex­ 
ternal matters, under the authority 
of their respective governments, is 
not only war, but public war.” 
Professor John Bassett Moore, the 
greatest American authority on in­ 
ternational law, said: 
“Much confusion may be avoid­ 
ed by bearing in mind the fact that 
by the term war is meant not the 
mere employment of force, but the 
existence of the legal condition of 
things in which rights are or may 
be prosecuted by force. . .” 
Bynkershoek, commenting onGro- 
tius, said: 
“War is a contest between inde­ 
pendent parties by way of force or 
deceit, for the purpose of pursuing 
their right.” 


The term “right” here must 
be interpreted as will, desire, 
ambition, or perhaps what a 
side believes either to be cor­ 
rect or its rights. 


In the case of the “resolution,” 
the Federal Court of Appeals held: 
“A perfect war is that which 
destroys the national peace and 
tranquillity, and lays the touncia- 
tion of every possible act of hos­ 
tility; the imperfect war is that 
which does not entirely destroy the 
public tranquillity, but interrupts it 
only in some particulars, as in the 
case of reprisals.” 
Instead of “perfect” and “imper­ 
fect war,” the terms “general” and 
‘limited’ war have often been used. 
Our present war with Soviet China 
is a limited war; it is for this 
reason that General MacArthur was 
forbidden to bomb the Yalu River

Soviet China and Soviet Rus­ 
sia have regarded the United 
States as the aggressor in the 
Korean war; whereas the Unit­ 
ed States has regarded Soviet 
China as the aggressor and de­ 
sires that the United Nations so 
declare it. 


Karl Von Clau>ewitz, the philoso- 
pher of war. defines war as follows: 
“. . . War is nothing but a duel 
on a larger scale. If we would com­ 
bine into one conception the count­ 
less separate duels of which it 
consists, we would do well to think 
of two wrestlers. Each tries by 
physical force to compel the other 
to do his will: his immediate oojec: 
is to overthrow his adversary and 
thereby make him incapable of any 
further resistance.” 
The important word in all this 
Is “will.” War exists to break the 
will of a nation; to subdue it; to 
destroy it; to bring it to heel. 
Clausewitz further says: 
. .Force, that is to say. physi­ 
cal force . . . Is thus the means; to 
im0o.se our will upon the enemy is 
the object. To achieve this object 
with certainty we must disarm th® 
enemy, and this disarming is by def­ 
inition the proper ann of military 
action. . .” 
It is possible to disarm a nation 
by 
strikes, 
mutinies, 
subsidizing 
civil war. 
It is also possible to 
achieve this end by infiltration in 
government, by espionage, by the 
.spread of false rumors, slogans and 
ideas, 
by 
weakening 
resistance 
through the propagation of great 
lies. All these have been employed 
with a measure of success.

Thomas Luke Estate 


The estate left by the late Thomas 
Luke, chairm an of the board of 
directors of the West Virginia Pulp 
and Paper Company, with plants at 
Luke and in other sections of the 
‘country, was appraised at $1,521,825, 
grass value, and $1,411,503, net in a 
report filed here by the New York 
State Transfer 
Tax 
Department. 
Stocks and bonds amounted to $1,- 
376,623, chiefly in the paper com­ 
pany. 
The bulk of the estate goes to a 
number of relatives. 
The paper company’s predecessor, 
the Piedmont Pulp and Paper Com­ 
pany, was formed in 1888, and built 
a sulphite pulp plant on the site 
which later became the incorporated 
town of Luke. The firm owns more 
than 400,000 acres of woodlands, has 
8,600 employees and produces more 
than 800,000 tons of paper and 
paperboard annually, as well as 
chemical products. 
Mr. Luke, who had # been a lead­ 
ing figure in the pulp and paper in­ 
dustry since the turn of the cen­ 
tury, entered the paper making firm 
in 1892. He 4brved as vice-president 
for 22 years and as president for 
11 years, becoming chairm an of the 
board in 1945. He died on May 12, 
1948, at the age of 77.

The number of persons on the 
rolls during the past six months has 
averaged between 800 and 900, a 
big drop from the total during April.

other medicines. 
From July I, 1950 to November I, 
1950 the cost was $26,211.61 with 
pharmacy bills totaling $11,196.54.

WASHINGTON. Jan. 19 (flV-The 
government tonight slashed about 
7,650 tons off the amount of synthe­ 
tic rubber that will be available to 
make tires and other products for 
civilians this month. 
Officials said the cut probably 
will mean that many manufacturers 
of rubber products will have to work 
fewer days than they had planned 
during January. 
The National Production Autho­ 
rity announced that civilian alloca­ 
tions of general purpose synthetic 
rubber, known as GRS, are being 
cut 17 per cent in January. 
Such allocations had been ex­ 
pected previously to total about 45,- 
000 tons for the month. 
The affected type of synthetic 
rubber is a substitute for crude 
rubber and is used in making tires, 
belting, hose and many other pro­ 
ducts. 
Tire manufacturers are required 
to use a fixed percentage of such 
rubber in order to conserve the 
supply of natural rubber for defense 
purposes. 
In passenger car tires, a fixed 
percentage is required for different 
types of tires. The NPA said that 
synthetio production for January 
is falling below expectations because 
of mechanical difficulties and bad 
weather encountered during the re­ 
opening of government-owned syn­ 
thetic rubber plants. 
The NPA said no early shortage 
of tires is expected to result from 
the synthetic cut. Tire production 
recently had been high, officials 
explained.

W ASHINGTON, Jan. 19 (&>—'The 
government tonight slashed about 
7,650 tons off the amount of synthe­ 
tic rubber that w ill be available to 
make tires and other products for 
civilians this month. 
O fficials said the cut probably 
w ill mean that many manufacturers 
of rubber products w ill have to work 
fewer days than they had planned 
during January. 
The National Production Autho­ 
rity announced that civilian alloca­ 
tions of general purpose synthetic 
rubber, known as G RS, are being 
cut 17 per cent in January. 
Such allocations had been ex­ 
pected previously to total about 45,- 
000 tons for the month. 
The affected type of synthetic 
rubber is a substitute for crude 
rubber and is used in making tires, 
belting, hose and many other pro­ 
ducts. 
Tire manufacturers are required 
to use a fixed percentage of such 
rubber in order to conserve the 
supply of natural rubber for defense 
purposes. 
In passenger car tires, a fixed 
percentage is required for different 
types of tires. The NPA said that 
synthetic production for January 
is falling below expectations because 
of mechanical difficulties and bad 
weather encountered during the re­ 
opening of government-owned syn­ 
thetic rubber plants. 
The NPA said no early shortage 
of tires is expected to result from 
the synthetic cut. Tire production 
recently had been high, officials 
explained.

The Lend-Lease Account 


Hard as it is to get the Russians to agree with 
Americans on ordinary 
matters 
of 
international 
affairs, the State Department is having another try 
at a still harder project. This is the attempt to obtain 
a se’tlement of the account for lend-lease materials 
and equipment sent to Russia during the war and kept 
after the war for peacetime use. The United States 
wants 186 small naval craft back, and wants cash 
payment for the other things. 
The Russians have been induced to enter a 
conference on the matter 
In this they confess at 
least that there is some foundation for the American 
claims. As a matter of fact they have returned a few 
small vessels since the war and occasionally indicate 
that they intend someday to return the rest Appar­ 
ently they will wear them out first if they can. No 
progress worthy of the name has been made toward 
get*’ng settlement for supplies used after the war or 
still held, nor for patent use claims by American oil 
comoanies. 
This lend-lease account doubtless has not been 
brought to the attention of the Russian people, at 
least not by their own government. Moscow is fond 
of pretending that Russia won the war alone and that 
the United States, far from helping, has always been 
a threat to Russian security This line of propaganda 
mignt pale a little if the Russian people knew about 
the eleven billion dollars’ worth of lend-lease aid. 
That which wont for war uses has been considered 
well spent. The rest might be well spent, too, if the 
Russian people found out about it. 


Books Across The Sea 


One function of the United Nations Educational, 
Cultural and Scientific Organization is the issuance 
of coupons which are used in place of currency in the 
purchasing of American books by nationals of other 
countries. Much red tape is thereby cut. 
It started two years ago with a Scottish farmer 
who tried without success to purchase in London a 
certain American book on agricultural technique. 
Dollars pounds and customs regulations would have 
been involved if the regulat procedures in sending to 
Amenea for the book had been followed. Instead, the 
coupon system was devised 
The UNESCO furnishes 
coupons, which can be bought for British or other 
currency. This international scrip has since been used 
in many countries. India leading the w?orld in the 
amount of book purchases 
Textbooks, medical jour­ 
nals. treatises or beekeeping and fiction have been 
acquired in this manner. The UNESCO finishes the 
job by redeeming the coupons with American dollars, 
to pay the sellers of the books. 
Here is one instance where a United Nations 
agency is accomplishing what the whole body was 
intended to do: it simplifies and smoothes out inter­ 
national transactions, removing causes of p cr-^ e 
friction.

Unless manpower is everything and efficiency 
something to be acquired later, any Spanish troops 
would be no great addition to the United Nations’ 
cause. In the 1920’s Spain proved utterly unable to put 
down the rebellion of Abd el Krim in Morocco, and 
finally had to turn <he jot) over to France. Hitler put 
some Spanish troops on the Russian front, and found 
them quite unsatisfactory The burden of proof is on 
those who maintain that the Spanish army is any 
better now. 
it is no* being unduly cvnical to wonder if Franco 
Is not thinking ‘hat an army. equipped at the expense 
of someone else, would be a valuable asset for his 
dictatorship in the event of internal troubles.

ONT a c c u s e everyone who 
is seen staggering down the 
street of being drunk. 
Tile 
man or woman may be ill, as 
a score of medical conditions alter 
the gait. Moreover, there is enough 
difference in the manner in which 
the person proceeds to permit the 
physician to tell at a glance what 
is WTong. 
In alcoholic intoxication the sub­ 
ject 
totters, 
reels, 
lurches, 
and 
staggers 
forward, 
backward, 
and 
sideways. This is in contrast to 
the 
unsteady maneuvering of 
a 
victim of brain tumor who has a 
tendency to fall toward the side 
on which the lesion is located. The 
same occurs in dizziness resulting 
from ear infection. 


In World War II many young 
men developed a swollen and pain­ 
ful ankle which they thought had 
been sprained while going over the 
obstacle course; but the diagnosis 
obviously was incorrect when on 
the following day a knee or elbow 
was involved similarly. They were 
victims of rheumatic fever. 
The 
soldiers assumed that exercise was 
responsible for the original inci­ 
dent. This sort of thing happens 
frequently with children. 
Should 
a 
youngster 
start 
limping, 
the 
parents may blame an accident or 
fall; they usually are right because 
boys and girls are likely to hurt 
themselves several 
times 
a 
day; 
but occasionally the limp is caused 
by 
arthritis 
or 
rheumatic 
fever 
which, when mild, may go un­ 
detected because junior remembers 
that he fell or stumbled a few days 
previously. In case of doubt it is 
always 
wise to 
call 
the 
family 
physician. Along the same line we 
should not attribute stumbling and 
toe dragging to clumsiness or lazi­ 
ness. 
The individual who limps because 
of a painful joint walks differently 
from one who is paralyzed or has a 
short leg. The foot that hurts is 
dragged on the ground carefully to 
avoid injury and the weight of the 
body is then borne just long enough 
to permit the sound leg to be swung 
forward hurriedly. In this way the 
person hobbles along painfully un­ 
til he reaches his goal. When one 
leg is shorter than the other, the 
body drops slightly when the shorter 
leg is put on the ground. The 
opnosite hip sticks out more prom­ 
inently and the knee is kept bent. 
To maintain balance the body fre­ 
quently 
is 
swung 
over 
to 
the 
affected side; on standing still the 
spine is bent to compensate for the 
tilt in the pelvis. 


Those who have recuperated from 
polio or have weak muscles from 
other causes also have a special gait 
The impaired extremity is thrown 
forward and almost simultaneously 
the trunk is moved over to the 
involved side to balance the center 
of gravity over the joints. This is 
necessary because the muscles do 
not have the strength to hold up 
the body; the weight must be car­ 
ried entirely by the skeletal struc­ 
tures. After a stroke, difficulty in 
walking 
is common 
because 
the 
muscles on the paralyzed side are 
more rigid than usual. The leg 
moves with the body because it is 
stiff. In propelling the extremity 
the person swings it in a semi-circle. 
Both legs are likely to be involved 
in multiple sclerosis, cerebral palsy 
and lateral sclerosis. The limbs are 
stiff and weak and to move forward 
they perform the same arc except 
that one leg crosses in front of the 
other. This is known as the “scissors’ 
gait.”

Charles Wilson Alerts Staff For Wage-Price Control Clamp-Down; New Factories 


W ill Be Tempting Targets For Enemy; House To Be Reapportioned

price and wage controls within two 
weeks.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19. — Rela­ 
tions between Congress and Presi­ 
dent Truman are getting better.

—whose business is being discussed 
—can judge for 
itself 
what 
the 
inflections of a presidential voice 
really mean. 
As for Congress, there are signs 
that Senator Taft is softening or 
clarifying 
his 
position, 
too. 
He 
wouldn’t object to sending troops to 
Europe, he says, but wants Congress 
to spell out some sort of ratio so 
that America will supply certain 
divisions and the other nations some 
divisions in proper proportion. 
Anyway, there seems to be a con­ 
vergence toward agreement. So far 
as foreign governments are con­ 
cerned, they can properly derive 
from 
these 
modifications, clarifi­ 
cations. and explanations that the 
executive and legislative branches 
of the American government are 
beginning to see eye to eye on the 
major things—they are agreed on 
what the diplomats call the “princi­ 
ple,” and there are just some slight 
details of difference on how the 
principle shall be applied.

follows: 


“It may, I believe, be safely laid 
down, 
that 
every 
contention 
by 
force, between two nations, in ex­ 
ternal matters, under the authority 
of their respective governments, is 
not only war, but public war ” 
Professor John Bassett Moore, tile 
greatest American authority on in­ 
ternational law, said: 
“Much confusion may be avoid­ 
ed by bearing in mind the fact that 
by the term war is meant not the 
mere employment of force, but the 
existence of the legal condition of 
things in which rights are or may­ 
be prosecuted by force. 
Bynkershoek, commenting onGro- 
tius, said: 
“War is a contest between inde­ 
pendent parties by way of force or 
deceit, for the purpose of pursuing 
their right.” 


The term “right" here must 
he interpreted 
a s will, desire, 
ambition, or 
p e r h a p s what a 
side believes either to he c o r ­ 
rect or its rights. 


In the case of the “resolution,” 
the Federal Court of Appeals held: 
“A perfect war is that which 
destroys the nation 
tranquillity, and lay 
tion of every possible act of hos­ 
tility; the imperfect war is that 
which does not entirely destroy the 
public tranquillity, but interrupts it 
only in some particulars, as in the 
case of reprisals.”
